REMARKS 

The final Office Action of June 30, 2006, and the Advisory Action of September 14, 
2006, have been received and reviewed. 

Claims 1-37 and 65-103 are currently pending and under consideration in the 
above-referenced application. Of these, claims 1-37 and 69-103 have been allowed, while 
claims 65-68 stand rejected. 

It is proposed that claims 65-68 be canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Reconsideration of the above-referenced application is respectfully requested. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 65-68 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) for reciting subject matter that is 
allegedly anticipated by that described in U.S. Patent Publication 2003/0080398 of Badehi 
(hereinafter "Badehi"). 

It is proposed that claims 65-68 be canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Cancellation of these claims without prejudice or disclaimer would render the 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
rejections thereof moot. 

Entry of Amendments 

The proposed cancellation of claims 65-68 would resolve the only remaining issue in the 
above-referenced application, and would not necessitate an additional search. 

In the event that the proposed amendment is not entered, entry thereof is respectfully 
requested upon the filing of a Notice of Appeal in the above-referenced application. 
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CONCLUSION 

It is respectfully submitted that each of claims 1-37 and 65-103 is allowable. An early 
notice of the allowability of each of these claims is respectfully solicited, as is an indication that 
the above-referenced application has been passed for issuance.
